Your son and his wife brought to us the Parsons k 
Company $20 gold bar which you indicate your daughter unearthed 
and found on your land in Cobb County, Georgia. 

The piece is stamped 1£>^ carats and 25*6 pennyweight, 
as all of them are supposed to be. The piece actually weighs 
163 grains, which is very close to 7 pennyweight. This would 
indicate that something is wrong. The specific gravity of the 
piece is 10 . 87 , whereas an item made of gold of 18^5 carats would 
have a specific gravity around 17 , depending upon the adulterant. 
An examination of the edge discloses a joint on all four sides 
wnere the two dies from which the piece was cast, came together. 
Gold bars would not have been made in this individual manner as 
they would be cut from a rolled strip or cast in a one piece 
mold. ^‘he punching of the letters would have taken place after 
the bar was made and not be cast into the bar as this one. 

Copies of this bar of the type of yours have been given 
away as souvenirs, in large quantities, by stores and institutions 
within the last three or four years and your piece is of that 
idential type. Your item, therefore, is a recent forgery and 
someone eituer lost or planted the item for your daughter to 
find. We are sorry to disappoint you with this opinion. 

The foregoing opinion should not be construed as indicat 
ing that there is a genuine original of the Parsons k Company 
$20 bar as no specimen was ever known prior to 1952 and the cir- 
cumstances of its appearance and the subsequent appearance of 
others is under investigation. 

Thank you, very much, for your donation which, as you 
know, is deductible for income tax purposes.
